FIND HOTEL CLERK 
DIED OF SLUGGING 
OVER DICE IN BAR 


Inquest Testimony 
proves Story of Acciden- 


Charles Frank. 


The death of Charles’ Frank, 
onee under indictinent for embez- 
ziing $13,414 from Hotel Jeffer- 
son, whére he was employed as au- 
ditor, was not uccidental, but re- 
suited from a fight over $5 in a 
dice game, it was disclosed to- 
day at a Coroner's inquest, when 
a verdict of homicide was retufoed 
agninst «a man named Cochran, who 
is alleged to have struck Frank, 

Frank, who was 50 years old, 
Gied at City Hospital of skull frac- 
ture ‘Tuesday night, two hours aft- 
er he had been taken there in a 
taxicab, accompanied by a friend, 
Michae! Krauth, of the Maryland 
HMotei. Frank was unconscious. 
Krauth told police that Frank, 
who had been drinking, hurt him- 
eeif when he fell to the sidewalk 
ins front of 1213 Oitve street. 

When Frank died, Krauth 
changed hig story, saying Frank 
was slugged in the saloon of Wal- 
ter H. Ottensmeyer, 1211 Olive 
street, by a man named Cochran, 
who was drunk and abused Frank, 
striking him and then escaping. 
Krauth said his first account was 
fabricated in the belief Frank 
was not seriously injured. 

Bartender Gives Statemeut. 

A written statement of what

the bartender, Casper 
Ullrich, 24 years old, of 4449 De- 
lor street. He said a group of 
men were “having a good time” 
Tuesday evening and at 6 o'clock 
he locked the front door and 
sturted a dice game on the bar.

N CHINA COLLAPSE 


2000 Square Miles Along 
River Yangtze Flooded— 
Crops Destroyed. —

HANKOW, China, Aug. &.—The 
River Yangtze, one of the finest of , 
the world’s rivers, because of the 
tremendous international traffic 
that it bears and its extraordinary 
length, has added another dismal! 
chapter to the history of Orienta! 
floods. 

Approximately 3000 persons are 
dead in a deluge which followed 
the bursting of dykes in southeast- 
ern Hupeth Province. A quarter 
of a million farmers have fled the 
district. An untold amount of 
damage has been done to crops in 
the 2000 square miles of flooded 
territory. 

The city of Hankow’-—— often 
called the Chicago of China-—~-was 
saved from a disaster when the 
breaking of a dyke permitted the 
waters, which had backed through 
sewers upon it, to drain. Forces 
are now at work strengthening the 
river bank with sand bags and oth- 
erwise fortifying themselves 
against the dangers of a stream 
swollen by heavy rains. 

Refugees from flooded areas are 
pouring into the centers of pop- 
ulation bringing reports of crop 
damage which may mean @& repeti- 
tion this autumn of the disastrous 
flood famine of a year ago.

F’resident Calles’ excuse for the outrages committed 
in Afexico against the churches is that he is merely 
enforcing the Constitution. The Constitution is at 
the bottom of all the trouble. Instead of embodying 
in that document the fundamental principles which 
should govern all Governments, the constitutional 
provisions relating to religion are packed with po 
lice nyzulations, violative of the principles of justice 
and liberty. 

The Constitution, designed to separate church and 
state, and to take the church out of politics, puts the 
state into the church. It provides for the confisca- 
tion of aJl church property by the state, and the con- 
trol of the churches under governmental! supervision. 
It deprives: the clergy of the rights of citizenship, and 
prescribes who shall and who shall not officiate as 
clergy. Puprporting merely to free politics and the 
state from «hurch domination, it makes the state the 
controlling power in religion. The real intent of the 
framers of the Constitution seems to have been the 
destruction cf religion. At least it hampers and re 


stricts religicws activities. St 
Like the eighteenth amendment, which has created
